Under dato of 1 0/ 5 they 
were offered to me at the best-offer rate, I suppose Iiarboro 1 s. I accepted by certified 
mail, have acknowledgment which includes that I would also get later returns, and then 
loam that iiarboro has the book on sale in their hew York store as a remainder. I had a 
lawyer call 0, asked tliat I call bin, he tells mo it is all a mistake and that they 
have asked -arboro to witlidraw tlie book, and after tiiis I get the catalogue l which can be 
explained as normal delay in mailing). 

However, X also send shipping instructions and asked that I be notified because of 
special arrangements required on this end, and there lias been silence. 

I appreciate your taking the time to tell me. If the first person to -.now of the 
Iiarboro ad had been as thoughtful, the situation mi -lit be a bit better today. 

I did get and do welcome the Vecht clippings. One of those stories, in slightly 
expanded form but otherwise identical, has be-n distributed by what i3 called Alternative 
Features Service. It appeared in a Washington 3emi-underground newspaper I got yesterday. 

Tiiis is the kind of insanity and self-seeking tliat is, ultimately, most hurtful 
because of the respect in wliich l/echt and others before iiim were held. One of the people 
to whom he refers but does not name, those who he 3ays "pressured" £iarshall to give wecht 

access, is on the board of a CIA foundation. This also need mean nothing, although I can f t 

entirely ignore it. I*d like .to liave time to do a standard nuidown on that front anc its 
board, which also includes iv&tzenbach. It, the African-^uaerican Institute, and **atzenbach, 
are both in The Invisible d 0 vemnent in a way that night interest a professor of history. 
But the more one stands against these insanities, the more one. j.s isolated from the young 
who have the tine, 30 increasingly these things become impossible for me. 

It is rubbish that Ilarsliall had to be pressured. I knew before Lattimer saw the stuff 

that Uecht would. Perhaps the anti-Kennedy reaction to V/echVs nonsense in the limes lias 

stoppled it, but another was al30 scheduled. In fact, the government twice solicited me to 
re-apply. I did the day tlio transfer to the ^chives (also a fiction) was in the papers. 
Or, if I v/as the first, I v/ould not under the changed conditions. There was a big dif- 
ference between 1 1/6 6 ana 1 • There i3 also the difference in the state of my kno T >- 

ledge, wiiich comes from sources today more dependable than these records. Cyril saw 
nothing of which 1 haven* t already written, and he learned nothing from them he had not 
earlier learnea from me, including everything he claims to Il.vc ^discovered". ^nly his 
error originates with him, nu I suspect tiiat also is unoriginal.

I filed a Freedom of Information suit pro 
se and hau special pictures taken for me in the settlement. A 'iiia suit, entirely unro ported 
altiiough throe reporters were in the courtroom ana spoke to me, was in federal district 
court in Washington. The same judge, it may interest you as a professor of history, used 
some of the language of ray Complaint in his Pentagon Papers decision.
